If ye will come off of this, and declare 
your: felves: to ‘believe, that Parliamentary 
Authority bas a’ Superiour Right to that of 
Primogeniture or Inheritance, and can; and 
may Lawfully limit Succeffion; thatthe Re- 
volution was a Legal Re-affumption of an 
abufed Authority, and removing ity becaule 
of Male Adminiftrationy to the Hand of an- 


rine of Divine Right, a Teeming Monfter 
in the Womb, of whichare all the Legions 
of Tyranay, abfolute Power, Non-refiiting 
Submifhion, and the like, nevertalk of being - 
willing the Queen fhould Reign. The pre- 
fent Government isas inconfiftent with ab- 
folute Dominion, as it is with Jacobitifm ; 
and I pretend to be able to prove, That ens. 
tire pofitive Subjeftion, Non-refiftance, and 
Submiffion, as natural a Confequence of a 
Fure Divino Title, as the Light is the Con- 
fequence of the Sun. 

He that Claims a Right from Ged himfelf, 
Superiour to’all Humane Authority, mut 
of Neceffity Claim the Entire Abfolute Sub- 
je@ion of all Humane Power to his Com- 
mand ; he Rulés under God; only is Subje&- 
ed to his Laws, no Poftulzta of Government. 
binds him; °Tis Treafon to Debate the Right 
of his Commands,as it is to Debate his Right 
of Commanding ; The Queftion with him is 
not, Whether what he Commands be Rea- 
fonable and Juit, but whether lic had a Title 
to Command, or no? And this Tisle being 
Divine in its Original, muft be Uscontroul- 
able in its Execution; this Prince holding 
Immediately from God, is Wnaccountable, 
Abfolute, and Arbitrary, AND THAT’S 
A TYRANT. 

T am told, a certain Author, who now 
Vigoroully Contends in Print for this Di- 
vine Right of Kings, fo far agrees in this 
being the Confequence, that he Denies it to. 
be a Crime for Kings to Tyranaize 3 and

Delign,. if poffible, to reftore Tyranny to 
this Nation, and to diftil {nach Notions into 
the Heads of the People, as may fupprefs 
the Devre and Love of Liberty, and make 
abfulute arbitrary Government Familiar, and 
Elizible to them: This I think fo Natural, 
that ] cannot fee what Obj-ttion can lie a- 
gainft ic. 

To obey God, is Natural Religion, No 
Referve, no Condition, neo Reluctance, or 
Hefitation, can be allow’d in our,Obedience 
toour Maker;-his Right to Govern us, is 
fixt in his Power of forming us; and as he 
is our Creator, he has an abfolnte indefeafi- 
ble Difpofing Right over us, to difobey, me- 
Tits immediate Death here, and for ever ; he 
is Lord over us by all Sorts of Right, Crea- 
ting, fupporting, defending, preferving, and 
providing, and no Man fo brutifh’as will not 
own

Who ever then can clainra Right of Ga- 


vernment, immediately from Heaven, with- 
out any Interpofition of Human Concert, 
Affiftance, Compaét, or Confent of Parties, 
has an abfolute Inherent Right over the. 
People he Governs; may Dettroy or Pre« 
ferve them at Pleafure,. and the “Subje@s 
ought not only not: to refift, but not ‘fe 
much as cumplain ~~ i Be te 

This.is the Refult of Inherent Right, or 
Fure Divino; and this is certainly the End 
and Defign of preaching up this Doétrine at 
this Time of Day ; for the Confequence of 
Divine Right, being Divine Tyranny, it more 
particularly faits thefe People; who in all 
their Proceedings have run on to Extremes 
every way, tending to that. Manner of Go- 
vernment. 

Abfolute Rule muft be Tyrannical, and I 
hope to prove.it beyond all Objeétion 5 and. 
they that preach this Doétrine to England, . 
muft expeét to have it accepted, juft as the. 
People have in all Ages receiv’d Tyrants 
themfelves, that is, without Contempt: Ne-. 
ver let fuch People expeét but Nature will 
always rebel againft Principle, when once it 
comes to be preft ; and why, Gentlemen,. 
will ye Rrive to roufe Nature, when you 
know from your own Memorial, page 12. that, 
fhe cannot bear it? nen: : 

They- that preach Divine Right in.thefe 
Nations,againft ParliamentLimitation,would. 
do well to confider, whether they can ever . 
bring this Nation to bear it or no; theyr 
may perhaps, be wheedled in tu liffen to the 
Doétrine, but they will never praétife the. 
Obedience — They may bear the thing, 
but they will never bear the Men; they have. 
fometimes gone a great way in the Pretence 
in England, but Nature always rife againft 
Principle, when they came to the Prattice; 
it is in vair to talk of Speculative Govern- 
ment, when they are reduc’d to Praétice. 
No Nation under Heaven,that had two Grains 
of Reafon in its Exercife, could ever bear 2 
Tyrant, much more this enlightned People ot 
England; the Name of Tyrant is} rooted fo 
deep, the Averfion to.it fo ftrong, and the 
Reafons againft it fo great, that they might: 
jaftly, any one, Defpair inthe Attempt. 

Let Government be never {u Sacreds-and 
the Line of Governours Fure Divino, Ty: 
rants,are no Meffengers from Heaven 3 but 
when fenc in Judgment to a Nation, there’s 
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no Divine Right can is epee a Tyrants 
he ceafes to have a Right upon his perver- 
ting the End, for which the Government he 
was born to, was Ordain’d and Appointed. 

But I diligently avoid defcending to Ar- 
gument, if I fhould grant Governours as 
Sacréd as Government, and the Inheren3 
Right in all its Extent as it is propo- 
fed, the Matter would not differ here; the 
Queftion before me is, Why this Matter 
is now debated? And how ic can fuit with 
any Man’s Duty to the Queen, whom we 
all ackdowledge~ to Reign by the Sacred 
Autboxity of Parliamentary Limitation, 
which Parliamentary Limitation, is the 
Supreme Authority of this Nation ; all 
Power that pretends to fuperfede it, 
is Tyranical; and the Dottrine of Divine 
Right, tending in ics own Nature, to Ty- 
ranny and abfolute Dominion ? The ftarting 
that Deétrine at thistime of Day, can have 
no other Defign, but the introducing Ty- 
rannick Power into £uglund. 

Thus the Projeét of Divine Right, ftands 
fairly charg’d with thefe Defigns, as the na- 
tural Confequences of the Propofal.
